HOW TO OPERATE INCUBATOR 


Machine Should Be Placed in Fairly; 


Warm Room and Protected Agalntt 


Outside Change*. 


(Prepared by the Unitefl States Depart- 


ment of Agriculture.) 


One difficulty In setting- eggs as early 


In the spring as is necessary for early 
hatchers, If the natural system of In- 
cubation is followed, is in finding' 
broody hens at the proper time. If nat- 
ural incubation he depended upon exclu- 
sively the poultry raiser must wait 
until the hens are ready to set. This 
Is not true, however, if an Incubator 
is available, for if the eggs are fer- 
tile they can be started at any time 
the operator desires. 


The incubator should be operated In 


B fairly warm room, preferably a cel- 
lar, as a protection against outside 
temperature changes. Sudden changes 
in temperature in the room are to be j 
avoided. 
The machine should be dls- I 


Infected thoroughly before being used 
with a solution of reliable coal tar 
disinfectant. 


Instead of using such n solution * 


small receptacle containing one-half 
ounce of permanganate of potash on 
which one-half ounce- of formalin has 
been poured may be shut up In the 
Jucnbator. 
The resulting pas will 


thoroughly disinfect the machine. Aft- 
er disinfecting the incubator should be 
run empty for several days to get It 
Into good operating condition. 
After 


the eggs are in place the temperature 
should be held at 101% to 102 degrees 
Fahrenheit the first week, 102 to 103 
degrees the second week, and 103 the* 
third week. 


The eggs usually are turned for the 


first time at the end of the second 
day, and twice daily through the eight- 
eenth or nineteenth day. The eggs are 
cooled outside the hatching chamber 
once dally after the seventh and up to 
the nineteenth day. Moisture should 
be furnished in artificial Incubation

Hnmnrtprins a car at top speed over 


rough rouds involves more than in- 
convenience to the occupants. There 
Is a lu\v of physics which reads that 
the energy of a moving body varies 
as the square of its velocity. Just 
what tliis moans in relation to the 
rough handling ot an automobile can 
best be explained by a few examples 
cited by a well-known engineer. 


Examples of Velocity. 


."Double the spoecl of n projectile 


and Its capacity for delivering a blow 
is multiplied by four. 
Triple the 


speed urid the energy is increased nine 
times. If one bullet has twice the 
speed of another bullet of similar- 
shape aiul weight it will penetrate a 
target ijonr times as deep. 
If you 


drop a weight out of n first-story win- 
dow it wilt develop a certain velocity 
in Its fall, but you will have to carry 
it up three more stories ant! drop It 
out of the fourth-story window in or- 
der to give It twice the velocity at the 
time it iitrikes the ground. If an ob- 
ject falljs from a ninth-story window 
it will be traveling when It strikes 
the ground at a rate of speed only 
three times as greut as If it fell from 
the first story, but the blow will be 
nine times as violent. And, similarly. 
If the speed of a car Is Increased from 
ten to thirty miles an hour, each ir- 
regularity in the road will strike a 
blow nine times as violent as before. 


Reckon Increased Velocity. 


Engineering problems, which are 


simple when low speed is Involved, be- 
come enormously difficult when an iu- 
cretised velocity must be reckoned 
with. 
This is the reason railroad 


trains running eighty or ninety miles 
an hour have not proved a practical 
success. 


While the automobile has the ad- 


vantage over the locomotive in that 
its wheels are shod with rubber which 
absorbs small shocks and 
deadens 


larger ones. It is at a much greater 
disaclvnntaijo with respect to the sur- 
face over which it travels. In com- 
parison with the Ptoel rails, the ov- 
erage road Is literally n series of bills 
und valleys.

HOW TO OPERATE INCUBATOR 


Machine Should Be Placed in Fairly; 


Warm Room and Protected Agalntt 


Outside Change*. 


(Prepared by the Unitefl States Depart- 


ment of Agriculture.) 


One difficulty In setting- eggs as early 


In the spring as is necessary for early 
hatchers, If the natural system of In- 
cubation is followed, is in finding' 
broody hens at the proper time. If nat- 
ural incubation he depended upon exclu- 
sively the poultry raiser must wait 
until the hens are ready to set. This 
Is not true, however, if an Incubator 
is available, for if the eggs are fer- 
tile they can be started at any time 
the operator desires. 


The incubator should be operated In 


B fairly warm room, preferably a cel- 
lar, as a protection against outside 
temperature changes. Sudden changes 
in temperature in the room are to be j 
avoided. 
The machine should be dls- I 


Infected thoroughly before being used 
with a solution of reliable coal tar 
disinfectant. 


Instead of using such n solution * 


small receptacle containing 
one-half 


ounce of permanganate of potash on 
which one-half ounce- of formalin has 
been poured may be shut up In the 
Jucnbator. 
The resulting pas will 


thoroughly disinfect the machine. Aft- 
er disinfecting the incubator should be 
run empty for several days to get It 
Into good operating condition. 
After 


the eggs are in place the temperature 
should be held at 101% to 102 degrees 
Fahrenheit the first week, 102 to 103 
degrees the second week, and 103 the* 
third week. 


The eggs usually are turned for the 


first time at the end of the second 
day, and twice daily through the eight- 
eenth or nineteenth day. The eggs are 
cooled outside the hatching chamber 
once dally after the seventh and up to 
the nineteenth day.

Hnmnrtprins a car at top speed over 


rough rouds involves more than in- 
convenience to the occupants. There 
Is a lu\v of physics which reads that 
the energy of a moving body varies 
as the square of its velocity. Just 
what tliis moans in relation to the 
rough handling ot an automobile can 
best be explained by a few examples 
cited by a well-known engineer. 


Examples of Velocity. 


."Double the spoecl of n projectile 


and Its capacity for delivering a blow 
is multiplied by four. 
Triple the 


speed urid the energy is increased nine 
times. If one bullet has twice the 
speed of another bullet of similar- 
shape aiul weight it will penetrate a 
target ijonr times as deep. 
If you 


drop a weight out of n first-story win- 
dow it wilt develop a certain velocity 
in Its fall, but you will have to carry 
it up three more stories ant! drop It 
out of the fourth-story window in or- 
der to give It twice the velocity at the 
time it iitrikes the ground. If an ob- 
ject falljs from a ninth-story window 
it will be traveling when It strikes 
the ground at a rate of speed only 
three times as greut as If it fell from 
the first story, but the blow will be 
nine times as violent. And, similarly. 
If the speed of a car Is Increased from 
ten to thirty miles an hour, each ir- 
regularity in the road will strike a 
blow nine times as violent as before. 


Reckon Increased Velocity. 


Engineering problems, which are 


simple when low speed is Involved, be- 
come enormously difficult when an iu- 
cretised velocity must be reckoned 
with. 
This is the reason railroad 


trains running eighty or ninety miles 
an hour have not proved a practical 
success. 


While the automobile has the ad- 


vantage over the locomotive in that 
its wheels are shod with rubber which 
absorbs small shocks and 
deadens 


larger ones. It is at a much greater 
disaclvnntaijo with respect to the sur- 
face over which it travels. In com- 
parison with the Ptoel rails, the ov- 
erage road Is literally n series of bills 
und valleys.
